Peach Orchards Damaged 
The heaviest loss in Adams coun­ 
ty was felt by the peach growers,

week. 
Several orchardists reported

stripped trees on high ground. Fruit 
in low-lying orchards was not so 
badly damaged, although scarcely 
an orchard was unaffected.

The unfortunate thing is that unworthy 
words live as well as those th at warm and inspire the heart and which 
mingle with all words when formed into prose or poem. 
The highly heralded deeds of the conqueror are soon effaced as 
memory fades about the scenes of his destruction and ambition. But the 
spot where Shakespeare, Milton, Keats, or Poe was born or lived, be­ 
comes precious to every onlooker through whose heart flow the beauties 
and interpretations of the world of life and nature which is akin to us all. 
The recorded words of a man or woman make them forever alive and 
living! 
Nobility of intellect is the greatest asset th a t human life can 
bequeath. A great mind is immortal in the words which it has left. 
All about us are inventions and devices for our comfort and happiness 
—and yet but a few remind us of the men and women who performed 
them and left them as aids to our journey through life. Who invented 
the typewriter, the watch, the jack-knife, the lead pencil, the buttons 
th at we so often lose from our clothes, and the numberless other creations 
th at are so familiar to our daily lives as the air we breathe? 
Even that famous author ‘‘Anonymous’’ lives on and on, influencing 
and giving glow to thought and an inspired existence. Words are forever 
travelling, searching out appreciative minds, and opening their treasure 
house of beauty to the humblest seeker after knowledge. 
Often the words of a poet or writer are neglected until long years 
have hovered about the graves of their creator. Instance Emily Dickinson

FOR PUPILS AS 
VACATION ENDS 


More Than 2,000,000 Are Ex­ 
pected To Enroll For 
Winter Tferm. 


HALF-RATE LICENSE FEES 
DRAW CARS OUT OF GARAGE 


Final preparations for the re­ 
opening of public schools for more 
than two million Pennsylvania boys 
and girls are under way this week 
in most of the 2,587 school districts 
of the state. Building repairs and 
remodeling 
are being 
completed, 
books and supplies have been de­ 
livered in preparation for what is 
expected to be a most important 
year in public education. 
A number of rural schools are 
opening during the last two weeks 
in August but most of the districts 
will start classes during the first 
week 
in September. 
Some new 
buildings will be available where 
districts were able to take advan­ 
tage of low cost construction rates 
in recent months. 
A contribution of the department 
of public instruction to the new 
school years Is a series of new 
courses of study in science and 
social studies. 
These were com­ 
pleted during the summer and sent 
to superintendents for use of teach­ 
ers. 
One of these is a science course 
for grades one J o six. It will be the 
first time in many years that ele­ 
mentary schools of Pennsylvania 
have had science as a regular part 
of their work. It was developed by 
the department of public instruc­ 
tion with the cooperation of various 
departments and 
commissions in 
the state government whose work is 
wholly or largely scientific in char­ 
acter. 
It includes such topics as conser­ 
vation, reforestation, insect pests 
and plant diseases, home and school 
gardening, protection of wild flow­ 
ers, relation of heat, light and soils 
to growth, values and uses of state 
forests, what birds do to help man­ 
kind, the science of good highways, 
and scientific helps for the house-I 
wife.
